Bodm, Xaj 20.—Official announcement wai mad* by the war 
office to-day that Italian force* had penetrated Austria, occupying; 
Caporetto, the heights between the Idria and the Isonxo and the towns 
of Cormons, Oerrigaano and Tarso. 

The statement says these operations took place yesterday in the 
Austrian crown land of Oarniolo and in the Friuli district. It reads; 

“On the Carniolo front Anstrian artillery opened lire against our 
positions without result Oaring the day of May 24 our artillery fired 
on positions occupied by artillery of the enemy. 

"On the Friuli front our troops advanced everywhere and en¬ 
countered only feeble resistance. We have occupied Caporetto, the 
heights between Idria and Isonxo rivers, Cormons, Cervignano and 
Terso. The enemy withdrew, destroying bridges and burning houses.

“No doubt you know all about the 
charge our battalion made about a 
week ago which regained the guna cap¬ 
tured from ua by the German*.
